MbuhkerM  which  was  later  blown  tip  by  Frankhouser.  No  additional 
information  was  furnished  by  Frankhouser  concerning  this  alleged 
relationship  s'uch  as  identity,  time  or  place. 

Frankhouser,  the  Imperial  Representative  of  the  Unitec

$H  T-3  advised  on  December  1,  1969,  that  the 
UKA,  Inc.,  KKKK  held  a meeting  at  the  Ramada  Inn,  at 
Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  on  November  2 9,  1969.  The  meeting  had 
been  announced  as  a meeting  of  Exalted  Cyclops;  however, 
there  were  other  individuals  present  who  did  not  fit  into 
this  category.

NATIONAL.  STATES  RIGHTS  PARTY  (NSRP) 

On  November  26,  1957  a source  advised  that  the  United  White  Party 
(UWP)  was  organized  at  a convention  held  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee  on 
November  10,  1957*  An  article  in  the  November  26,  1957  issue  of  the  "Green- 
ville Piedmont,"  a newspaper  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  reported  "the 
recent  formation  of  a new  political  party,  to  be  known  as  the  United  White 
Party."  According  to  the  article,  the  party  was  formed  at  a recently  held 
meeting  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  at  which  many  klansmen  were  represented. 

The  UWP  was  reported  as  being  opposed  to  all  "race  mixing  organizations  and 
individuals." 

The  July,  1958  issue  of  "The  Thunderbolt",  self-described  as  the 
"official  Racial  Nationalist  Organ  of  the  National  States  Rights  Party  (NSRP), 
reported  that  rank-and-file  "States  Righters"  had  merged  with  the  UWP  under 
"the  banner  of  the  National  States  Rights  Party,"  with  national  offices  at 
Post  Office  Box  261,  Jeffersonville,  Indiana. 


In  November,  1958  a source  advised  that  the  NSRP  is  composed  of  past 
members  of  KLan-type  organizations  and  notorious  anti-Semites.

UNITED  KLANS  OF  AMERICA,  INC. 

KNIGHTS  OF  THE  KU  KLUX  KLAN  (UKA  - KKKK) 
REAIM  OF  PENNSYLVANIA 


A source  advised  in  November,  1966  that  ROY  E.  FRANKHOUSER 
had  been  deposed  as  Grand  Dragon  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  Realm  of  Pennsylvania, 
by  ROBERT  SHELTON,  Imperial  Wizard  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  KKKK.  This  source 
advised  that  as  of  that  time  the  defacto  leader  of  the  Klan  in  Pennsylvania 
was  GEORGE  HOUSER  of  Upper  Darby,  Pa. ; however,  HOUSER  was  not  formally 
designated  by  SHELTON  as  the  Grand  Dragon. 

On  March  4,  1968,  a second  source  advised  that  EDWARD  HELLER, 

Exalted  Cyclops  of  the  York,  Pa.,  group  of  Klansmen  had  been  informed  by 
ROBERT  M.  SHELTON,  Imperial  Wizard  of  the  UKA,  Inc.  - KKKK,  that  as  of 
March  1,  1968,  ROY  E.  FRANKHOUSER  was  to  serve  as  the  coordinator  between 
SHELTON  and  the  Klansmen  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

During  an  interview  with  FBI  Agents  on  March  4»  1968,  ROY  E. 
FRANKHOUSER  stated  he  was  the  Grand  Dragon  and  Imperial  Representative  of 
the  UKA,  Inc.,  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  January  17,  1969  the  first  source  advised  that  FRANKHOUSER  has 
never  been  appointed  as  the  Grand  Dragon  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  Realm  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, since  he  was  deposed  of  this  title  in  1966.  FRANKHOUSER  is  referred 
to  as  the  Imperial  Representative  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  Realm  of  Pennsylvania 
by  the  National  Headquarters  of  the  UKA,  Inc.  — KKKK. 

On  March  10,  1969  a third  source  advised  that  FRANKHOUSER  claimed 
to  have  30  members  in  the  Reading,  Pa.,  Klavem  and  DELBERT  POPER  of  Reading 
was  the  Exalted  Cyclops  of  this  Klavem. 

The  second  source  advised  on  March  18,  1969 > that  FRANKHOUSER  had 
informed  the  Exalted  Cyclops  of  the  York,  Pa.,  group  to  apply  for  a charter 
at  the  National  Headquarters  because  a Klavem  Charter  could  not  be  obtained 
with  15  members. 

On  May  6,  1969  the  second  source  advised  that  the  York,  Pa.,  group 
had  obtained  a charter  from  the  National  Headquarters  of  the  UKA,  Inc.  - 
KKKK,  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  and  was  officially  chartered  as  the  York,  Pa.,  Klavem 
and  EDWARD  HELLER  was  the  Exalted  Cyclops. 

The  first  source  advised  on  January  17 , 1969  that  the  male  group  of 
Klansmen  in  Oxford,  Pa.,  was  defunct  for  all  practical  purposes;  however, 

Mrs.  DALLAS  REYNOLDS  was  the  recognized  leader  of  women  Klan  members  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  she  was  attempting  to  organize  a women’s  group  of 
the  Klan.

WHITE  PARTY  OP  AMERICA 


On  May  28,  1969,  a source  advised  that  KARL 
ROGERS  ALLEN,  Jr. , continued  as  the  leader  of  the  White 
party  of  America  and  that  he,  along  with  several  other 
former  members  of  the  American  Nazi  Party  (ANP) , formed 
the  White  party  of  America  (WPA)  during  the  early  part 
of  1964  in  order  to  advance  the  cause  of  the  white  man 
in  the  united  States  and  eventually  throughout  the  world. 

This  organization  was  officially  launched  on 
April  11,  1964,  when  it  sponsored  picketing  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.;  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  Baltimore,  Md.,  fcn 
opposition  to  civil  rights  legislation  and  civil  rights 
demonstrations.  Its  national  headquarters  was  transferred 
from  1216  New  York  Avenue,  N.W. , Washington,  D.  C.,  to 
1019  King  Sgreet,  Alexandria,  Va. , on  April  1,  1965. 

It  was  initially  the  aim  of  the  WPA  to  sponsor 
picketings  and  demonstrations  where  it  was  believed  such 
would  be  of  value  and  to  publicize  its  program  through 
pamphlets  and  similar  media.  The  WPA  has  been  inactive 
due  to  the  lack  of  funds  and  its  publications  to  date 
have  been  the  April  and  May,  1964,  issues  of  its  official 
publication  "The  White  Letter". 

The  source  added  that  the  WPA  is  still  in  the 
formative  stage  but  it  will  uphold  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  will  always  act  within  the  limits 
of  the  law.  He  noted  that  the  WPA  will  serve  as  a "home 
for  people  who  want  to  preserve  the  white  race"  and 
cannot  find  a home  for  themselves  in  either  of  thermajor 
political  parties  in  the  United  States.

While  he  spoke 
there  was  a hush  in  the  room,  such  that  the  drop  of  a pin  could  have  been  heard.  People 
Leaned  forward  in  rapt  attention  to  hear  every  word.  Tears  welled  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Listeners  and  streamed  down  the  cheeks  of  strong  mature  men.  Even  those  of  the  oppo- 
sition were  motionless  with  .downcast  eyes.  • . ...

"When  I worked  for  others,  I gave  an  honest  day’s  work  for  each  dayTs  pay.  When 
other  men*  worked  for  me,  X gave  an-  honest  day’s  pay  for  each  day’s  work.  X tried  to 
be  a good  husband,  a good  father  and  a good  neighbor.  I have  been  given  honorary 
membership  in  several  scientific  societies.  More  than  100  new  medical  products  have 
resulted  from  my  own  work  as  a research  chemist.  Many,  of  these  products  are  in  use  to- 
day to  help,  save  lives  and  relieve  pain.  *In  this  small  way  at  least,  I have  the  personal 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  world  is  a little  better  place  for  my  having  been  here. 

"Even  today,  those  who  know  me  best  will  confirm  that  few  people  set  for  themselves 
as  rigid  a code  of  personal  conduct  as  the  prisoner  who  stands  before  you.  My  personal 
code  of  conduct  does  not  permit  me  to  use  profanity,  or  to  drink  or  even  smoke.  My 
personal  code  of  conduct  does  not  permit  me  to  gossip  about  other  people’s  affairs  or 
to  hurt  another  person’s  feelings  by  sarcasm  or  innuendo.  My  personal  code  of  conduct  - 
does  not  permit  me  to  make  myself  look  good  at  another  person’s  expense.  * 

’touring  the  past  five  years,  X have  been  repeatedly  accused  of  crimes  I did^  not 
commit.  As  a private  citizen  X have  been  forced  to  marshal  my  limited  resources, 
financial  and  psychological,  over  and  over  again  to  defend  myself  against  the^awesome^; 
£>ower  of  State  and  Federal  Governments , and  the  cost  has  been  high--higher  than  you 
can  ever  know . . . 

"Wow,  Your  Honor,  for  the  other  side  of  the  coin.  X stand  before  the  Court  tried 
and  found  guilty.  At  this  point  it  is  no  doubt  traditional  for  the  prisoner  to  offer 
some  expression  of  repentance,  but  in- all  sincerity,  X cannot  do  so.  To  make  matters 
worse,  X cannot,  in  good  conscience,  give  the  court  the  slightest  assurance  that  X 
will  ever  change  my  ways.  * . 

"Xt  may  be  of  little  importance  but  X would  like  to  say  this:  X have  never  - 

broken  the  law  wantonly.  I have  never  done  anyth! ng  that  I thought  was  morally  wrong 
or  anything  that  actually  hurt  my  fellowman. 

"Of  course,  the  government’s  position  must  be  that  the  individual  citizen  cannot 
decide  for  himself  which  laws  he  thinks  are  right  and  which  laws  he  thinks  are  wrong. 
Every  government  that  has  ever  existed  has  -bold  its  citizens  the  same  thing.  At  first 
impression  this  seems  reasonable  enough.  Its  usually  not  too  difficult  to  obey  the 
lav/-.  In  fact,  its  very  easy--easy  that  is  for  those  who  have  no  great  convictions. 

"Such  a man  will  attend  to  his  own  affairs.  He  will- ’keep  his  nose  clean’.  He 
will  stay  out  of  trouble.  He  will  obey  the  law.  - -

The  Minutemen,  whose  headquarters  are  in  Norbome,  Missouri,  was 
organized  in  June,  I960  by  Robert  Bolivar  DePugh,  who  has  been  publicly  identi- 
fied as  the  National  Coordinator  of  the  organization  since  its  inception.  On 
September  8,  1969,  he  announced  the  appointment  of  his  23  ye  ir  old  son,  Ralph 
C.  DePugh,  to  serve  in  this  position  while  he  completes  a one-year  sentence  in 
the  U.  S.  Penitentiary  for  violation  of  the  Federal  Fir  earns  Act. 

Past  statements  by  Robert  DePugh  and  literature  distributed- by  the 
organization  indicate  the  purpose  of  the  Minutemen  is  to  be  phe  resistance  to 
and  exposure  of,  the  spread  of  Communist  influence  within  the  United  States; 
for  the  formation  of  a guerrilla  or  underground  organization  to  combat  the 
troops  of  any  foreign  powers  which  might  eventually  occupy  tais  country;  arid 
resist  passage  of  laws  which  would  regulate  private  ownership  of  firearms. 

A source,  who  in  July,  1969  had  access  to  some  Minutemen  records, 
estimated  that  approximately  2,500  individuals  have  in  the  past  expressed  an 
interest  in  the  Minutemen  and  have  been  considered  as  members  by  DePugh;  however, 
source  believes  there  are  probably  no  more  than  300  actual  active  members  of  the 
organization.  A second  source  in  October,  1969  advised  that  the  Minutemen  tend 
to  grossly  exaggerate  the  number  of  their  members.  The  source  estimated  the 
actual  membership  to  be  no  more  than  possibly  350  members.  --  • 

In  April,  1966  DePugh,  in  his  book  Blueprint  for  Victory,  wrote  the 
Minutemen  organization  was  then  dividing  into  two  bodies;  the  Minutemen  arid  the 
Patriotic  Party.  One  group,  the  Minutemen,  would  be  the  resistance  movement  . 
and  the  other,  the  Patriotic  Party,  has  the  function  to  servo  as  the  political 
' ' arm.of  a complete  patriotic  resistance  movement. 

Members  of  the  Minutemen  organization,  including  Robert  DePugh,  and 
his  chief  assistant,  Walter  P.  Peyson,  have  been  arrested  in  the  past  on  charge 
of  violations  of  the  Federal  Firearms  Act,  Bank  Robbery-Conupiracy,  Illegal 
- Possession  of  Firearms  and  Conspiracy  to  Commit  Arson.  They  have  also  engaged 
in  maneuvers  utilizing  guerrilla  tactics,  wherein  machine  guns,  mortars, 
grenades,  and  other  firearms  were  employed.

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  the  purpose  of  starting  a Klan  Bureau  of 
Investigation  (KBI),  and  those  present  were  appointed  to  be  on 
the  Bureau  to  investigate  all  new  applicants  in  their  respective 
districts.  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  present  at  this  meeting'. 


On  February  12,  1970,  PH  T-2  advised  that  on  February 
12,  1970,  a Klan  meeting  was  held  at  54&  Hall,  Upper  Darby,  Pa. 
The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear  a speech  by  ROBERT  SHELTON 
Imperial  Wizard  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  who  was  recently  released  from 
prison.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  approximately  60  people. 

ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  in  attendance  at  the  meeting.  During  his 
speech,  SHELTON  indicated  that  until  there  are  12  Klan  units  in 
Pennsylvania  they  would  deal  directly  with  National  Headquarters 
in  Alabama  and  the  only  one  they  are  to  follow  and  obey  is  the 
Exalted  Cyclops  of  their  particular  unit.  He  stated  this  means 
Klan  units  in  Pennsylvania  will  send  $.50  per  member  each  month 
to  Alabama;  however,  will  not  send  an  equal  amount  to  anyone  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  until  they  have  their  12  units  and  a 
Grand  Dragon  is  elected.  At  this  point,  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  became 
visibly  angered  and  took  over  the  speaker’ s platform.  He  voiced 
his  dissension  and  spoke  out  against  rumors  presently  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Klan.  He  spoke  for  about  20  minutes  about  how  he 
had  suffered  over  the  years  for  the  Klan  and  how  he  had  once 
harbored  three  fugitives  . After  about  20  minutes,  SHELTON 
stood  up  and  said  this  type  of  talk  (FRANKHOUSER’ s reference 
to  harboring  fugitives)  had  no  place  in  a Klan  Klavern.  Several 
men  in  the  audience  yelled  at  FRANKHOUSER  and  told  him  the  Klan 
would  be  better  off  without  him.

ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  in 
attendance  at  this  rally;  however,  was  not  a speaker.  FRANK- 
HOUSER's  attendance  at  this  rally  was  also  confirmed  by  PH  T- 
3 on  May  19,  1970. 

On  June  10,  1970,  PH  T-9  advised  that  on  June  7> 

1970,  a Klan  meeting  was  held  at  a farm  in  RD  # 3»  Dover,  Pa. 

ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  and  spoke  in 
terms  of  unity  among  Klansmen. 

On  September  1970,  PH  T-10  advised  that  on  August 
29,  1970,  a Klan  rally  was  held  in  the  Pinchot  Park  area  of 
Warrington  Township,  Pa.  There  were  approximately  1,5>00  people 
present.  ROY  FRANKHOUSER: was  in  attendance  at  this  rally; 
however,  was  not  a speaker. 


On  January  12,  1971>  PH  T-ll  advised  that  on  January 
9,  1971»  a Klan  meeting  was  held  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Indiana- 
polis, Ind.  There  were  200  to  2^0  persons  in  attendance,  most 
of  whom  were  present  officers  in  the  Klan.

DE  PUGH  is  currently  incarcerated  in  a Federal 
penitentiary  for  violation  of  the  Federal  Firearms 
Act. 

The  Patriotic  Party  has  been  the  political  arm 
of  the  Minutemen.

was  to  be  a witness  against  DE  PUGH.  FRANKHOUSER  indicated 
to | that  if|  | did  not  testify  or  was  not  a strong 

witness  against  DE  PUGH,  i 1;  would  perhaps  result  in  lighter 
sentence  for  DE  PUGH  and  this  in  turn  would  be  encouraging  to 
DE  PUGH’s  supporters  who  continue  the  desire  to  fight  the  Com- 
munist movement  in  the  United  States. 

Records  of  the  United  States  District  Court,  Al- 
buquerque, New  Mexi-co,  reflect  that  on  September  23,  1970, 

ROY  FRANKHOUSER  testified  in  the  trial  of  ROBERT  DE  PUGH  on 
behalf  of  the  defense.  FRANKHOUSER  testified  regarding  an 
interview  he  had  allegedly  had  with  VICTOR  HORSFALL. 

On  September  30,  1970,  ROY  E.  FRANKHOUSER  voluntarily 
appeared  at  the  Reading  Office  of  the  FBI  and  in  part,  furnished 
the  following  information:' 

FRANKHOUSER  stated  he  had  just  returned  from  New

FRANKHOUSER  stated  he  had  testified  at  the 
trial  on  behalf  of  DE  PUGH  regarding  an  interview  he,  FRANK- 
HOUSER, had  had  with  VICTOR  HORSFALL  several  years  ago  in 
Evergreen,  Colo . FRANKHOUSER  noted  that  HORSFALL  was  the 
chief  prosecution  witness  against  DE  PUGH. 
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On  January  26,  1971,  PH  T-7  advised  that  a Klan 
meeting  was  held  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  January  8,  1971*

C.  National  Socialist  White  Peoples1  Party  (NSWPP) 

The  NSWPP,  also  known  as  The  American  Nazi  Party, 
American  Nazis,  and  The  George  Lincoln  Rockwell 
Party,  was  organized  on  February  26,  1956,  at 
Arlington,  Va.,  based  upon  the  concept  of  an  in- 
ternational "National  Socialist"  movement  as  es- 
poused by  the  German  Nazi  Party,  headed  by  ADOLF 
HITLER.  The  organization  supports  and  follows 
the  line  of  hatred  against  Negroes,  Jews,  and 
Communists  through  various  propaganda  media  seeking 
a legitimate  dominant  political  party  in  the  United 
States  and  foreign  countries. 


On  March  9,  1970,  PH  T-13  advised  that  on  March  7, 
1970,  the  NSWPP  held  a protest  demonstration  in  the  vicinity 
of  Yorktown  High  School.  Arlington.  Va..  and  at  the  residence 
of  I,  Arlington, 

Va. , because  the  school  had  cancelled  plans  for  the  NSWPP  to 
use  the  high  school  auditorium  for  a NSWPP  rally.  Among  those 
participating  in  the  demonstration  was  ROY  FRANKHOUSER.  On 
March  11,  1970,  PH  T-lij.  also  confirmed  FRANKHOUSER » s partici- 
pation in  the  above  mentioned  rally.

The  third  source  advised  the  meeting  at  Old 
Dutch  Mill  Park  actually  began  at  approximately  8 p.m. , 

©n  October  10,  1971#  although  it  was  scheduled  to  begin  at 
7:30  p.m.  The  pavillion  was  adorned  with  large  photographs 
of  Adolf  Hitler  and  other  German  generals  fr©m  World  War 
II.  The  pavillion  also  had  a table  containing  literature 
and  the  books  were  being  sold  at  various  prices.  The  source 
n©ted  that  there  were  approximately  40  persons  in  attendance 
and  source  stated  h'eeestimated  the  average  age  at 
approximately  the  early  40s . Source  stated  there  were  five 
Kutztown  State  College  Students  in  attendance.  With  the 
exception  ®f  the  students  all  others  wore  armbands  containing 
the  swastika.

An  article 
in  the  November  26,  1957>  issue  of  the  "Greenville  Piedmont," 
a newspaper  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  reported  "the 
recent  formation  of  a new  political  party,  to  be  known  as 
the  United  White  Party."  According  to  the  article,  the  party 
was  formed  at  a recently  held  meeting  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee, 
at  which  many  klansmen  were  represented.

The  United  Klans  of  America,  Inc.,  was 
charted  in  1961  in  Georgia. ^ Its  aims 
and  purposes  are  the  promotion  of 
Americanism,  white  supremacy,  and 
segregation  of  the  races.  It  is  the 
dominant  Klan  group  in  the  South 
with  headquarters  at  Tuscaloosa, 

Alabama,  and  is  currently  active  in 
several  states. 

The  UKA.,  Inc.,  Realm  of  Pennsylvania, 

• has  no  official  leader  in  the  State  and  each 
Klavern  is  directly  responsible  to  the  National 
Headquarters  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama.  Each  Klavern  adheres  to  the  same 
aims  and  objectives  as  to  the  parent 
organization,  which  are  the  promotion  of 
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Americanism,  White  Supremacy,  and  Segregation 
of  the  Races . 

PH  T-2  advised  July  26,  1971,  that  ROY 
FRANKHOUSER  has  been  told  by  ROBERT  SHELTON,  Imperial . 

Wizard  of  the  UKA,  Inc.,  never  to  speak  at  Klan  Functions 
again.  PH  T-2  stated  FRANKHOUSER  was  relegated  to  a 
rank  and  file  Klan  Member.  PH  T-2  is  of  the  opinion 
FRANKHOUSER  is  mentally  unbalanced  at  present  and  has 
a great  fear  of  dying  from  a coronary  attack  or  by  a 
black  assassin.  PH  T-2  noted  that  FRANKHOUSER 
continually  wears  a bullet  proof  vest. 

On  July  28,  1971,  PH  T-l,  advised  FRANKHOUSER 
no  longer  is  considered  a leader  of  the  Klan  or  any 
other  group  in  the  Reading,  Pa.,  area.

PH  T-3  stated  SHELTON  has 
labeled  FRANKHOUSER  a pimp  and  has  been  heard  to  say 
that  he  wishes  FRANKHOUSER  would  commit  suicide 
before  some  other  Klansmen  kills  him. 

On  June  6,  1972,  PH  T-4  also  advised  that 
ROBERT  SHELTON  reportedly  has  issued  a statement  to  the 
effect  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  will  not  be  allowed  to  make  a 
speech  of  any  kind  at  any  Klan  Rally . 

B . MINUTEMEN 

The  Minutemen  is  a paramilitary  group  organized 
. in  June,  1960,  by  Robert  B.  DePugh  in  Norborne, 
Missouri,  as  a resistance  to  the  spread  of 
communism  in  the  United  States  by  use  of  guerrilla 
tactics.  DePugh  is  currently  incarcerated  in  a 
Federal  penitentiary  for  violation  of  the  Federal 
Firearms  Act . 
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The  Patriotic  Pary  has  been  the  political 
arm  of  the  Minutemen.

of  an  international  "National  Socialist" 
movement  as  espoused  by  the' German  Nazi  Party 
headed  by  Adolf  Hitler.  The  organization 
supports  and  follows  the  line  of  hatred 
against  Negroes,  Jews,  and  communists  through 
various  propaganda  media  seeking  a 
legitimate  dominant  political  party  in  the 
United  States  and  foreign  countries.

FRANKHOUSER  stated  that 
the  day  was  coming  when  right  wing  groups  would  have  to 
band  together  to  defeat  crooked  politicians  and  traitors  .

PH  T-7  stated  that  ROBERT  SHELTON,  Imperial  Wizard, 

UKA,  Inc.  , was  the  main  speaker  at  the  banquet  on 
July  23  , 1971,  and  the  rally  on  24,  1971. 

PH  T-7  stated  that  FRANKHOUSER  was  present  at  the 
banquet  on  July  23,  1971,  and  spoke  briefly  oh  racial 
issues  and  the  closeness  of  the  present /racial  strife 
with  communism  and  Judism.  ’ PH  T-7  further  stated  that 
FRANKHOUSER  was  also  in  attendance  at  the  Klan  Rally  on 
July  24,  1971,  and  spoke  briefly  of  Christianity. 

PH  T-8  and  PH  T-2  advised  o,n  January  17,  1972  , and 
January  18,  1972,  respectively,  that ja  UKA,  Inc.,  banquet  was 
held  on  January  15  , 1972  , at  the  Ivory  Stone  Inn, 

Pennsauken , N.J.  The  purpose  of  the  banquet  was  to 
raise  funds  for  the  :defense  of  persons  charged  in  the 
bombing  of  school  buses  at  Pontiac,  Mich.,  during  the 
fall  of  1971.  Sources  stated  that  tl*iere  was  approximately 
150  to  160  persons  in  attendance.  , Both  sources  stated 
ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  present  at  the  banquet  and  spoke 
before  the  group.  Sources  stated  that  FRANKHOUSER 
preached  only  Nazi  propaganda  and  showed  little  or  no 
interest  in  the  Klan.

Pa.  Sources  advised  that  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  present  at 
the  meeting  and  spoke  on  his  recent  arre>st  for  parading 
in  a Nazi  Uniform  in  New  York  City.  FRANKHOUSER 
indicated  that  his  trial  was  scheduled  for  April  11,  19  72. 

On  April  14,  1972,  PH  T-6  advised  that  a UKA, 

Inc.,  meeting  was  held  April  9,  1972  , at  Yovrk,  Pa. 

PH  T-6  advised  that  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  theynain.  speaker 
at  the  meeting  and  during  his  speech  was  very  critical  of 
ROBERT  SHELTON  for  not  supporting  the  New  Jersey  Klan 
Units  in  their  fight  to  take  the  State  of  New\fersey 
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to  court  to  legalize  cross  burnings. 

On  April  18,  1972,  PH  T-9  advised  that  UKA,  Inc., 
Klan  Rallies  were  held  at  a site  on  Reams  Road,  Chesterfield 
County,  Va.  , and  at  another  site  off  of  State  Route  156, 
Sandston,  Va.,  both  on  April  15,  1972.  ROBERT  SHELTON 
attended  the  rally  and  was  the  main  speaker.  PH  T-9 
stated  that  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  was  also  in  attendance  at 
both  rallies;  however,  was  not  one  of  the  speakers. 

B.  NATIONAL  RENAISSANCE  PARTY 

The  Un-American  Activities  Committee  of  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  in  a 
• preliminary  report  dated  December  17,  1954,  stated 
"NRP  activities  and  propaganda  are  clearly 
subversive  and  Un-American." 

The  National  Renaissance  Party  (N.R.P.)  was 
founded  in  1949  by  James  K.  Madole,  who 
continues  to  be  its  National  Director 
and  has  its  headquarters  in  the  residence 
of  Madole,  10  West  90th  Street, 

New  York,  N.Y. 

The  N.R.P.  has  been  described  as  an  anti- 
Negro,  anti-Semitic  and  neo-Fascist 
organization . 

PH  T-10'.  and  PH  T-ll  advised  on  September  20, 

19  71,  and  September  22,  1971,  respectively  that  the 
National  Renaissance  Party  held  a rally  at  Journal 
Square,  Jersey  City,  N.J.,  on  September  18,  1971. 

Both  sources  advised  that  there  were  approximately  300 
persons  in  attendance  including  ROY  FRANKHOUSER.  Sources 
stated  that  FRANKHOUSER  made  a speech  at  the  rally . 
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Both  sources  noted  that  during  his  speech  FRANKHOUSER 
made  numerous  anti-Negro  comments  which  caused  several 
disturbances  in  the  crowd.  Sources  added  that  FRANKHOUSER 
during  his  speech  mentioned  the  riot  at  Attica  State 
Prison  and  stated  that  Negroes  should  be  isolated. 

On  April  3,  1972,  PH  T-12  advised  that  the 
National  Renaissance  Party  sponsored  a demonstration 
at  the  Rhodesian  National  Tourist  Agency  at  35  3 Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  N.Y.  PH  T-12  stated  that  ROY 
FRANKHOUSER  participated  in  the  demonstration  and  was 
arrested  by  the  New  York  City  Police  Department  for 
wearing  a black  Nazi  Storm  Trooper  type  uniform,  a black 
helmet,  in  violation  of  New  York  State  laws.

PH  T-13 
stated  there  were  approximately  40  persons  in  attendance 
including  ROY  FRANKHOUSER.  PH  T-13  stated  that  FRANKHOUSER 
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was  the  main  speaker.  FRANKHOUSER  spoke  on  white 
supremacy  and  gave  his  anti-Semitic  views.  He  also 
promoted  the  idea  of  Hilrlerand  the  Nazi  party.

Pages  1 and  9 of  the  August  28,  1971,  issue 
of  the  "Reading  Times"  a daily  Reading,  Pa.,  newspaper, 
indicated  that  ROY  FRANKHOUSER  received  a hearing 
before  District  Justice  STEPHEN  J.  WANNER,  Hamberg,  Pa., 
on  August  27,  1971,  at  which  time  the  assault  and  battery 
charges  against  FRANKHOUSER  were  dropped. 

Page  3 of  the  April  2,  1972,  issue  of  the  "Reading

National  Renaissance  Party. 

On  Hay  17,  1972,  a representative  of  the 
Security  and  Investigations  Section  (SIS),  Intelligence 
Division,  New  York  City  Police  Department,  advised  a 
Special  Agent  of  the  FBI  that  ROY  E.  FRANKHOUSER  appeared

The  United  Klans  of  America,  Inc,,  was 
chartered  in  1961  in  Georgia.  Its  aims 
and  purposes  are  the  promotion  of 
Americanism,  white  supremacy,  and 
segregation  of  the  races.  It  is  the 
dominant  Klan  group  in  the  South  with 
headquarters  at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  and 
is  currently  active  in  several  states, 

The  National  Socialist  White  People* s 
Party,  also  known  as  The  American  Nazi 
Party,  American  Nazis,  and  The  George 
Lincoln  Rockwell  Party,  was  organized 
on  February  26,  1956  at  Arlington,  Va., 
based  upon  the  concept  of  an  international 
"National  Socialist”  movement  as  espoused 
by  the  German  Nazi  Party  headed  by  Adolf 
Hitler.  The  organization  supportsaand 
follows  the  line  of  hatred  against  Negroes, 

Jews  and  Communists  through  various

The  Un-American  Activities  committee  of  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  in  a preliminary 
report  dated  December  17,  1954,  stated 
"NRP  activities  and  propaganda  are  clearly 
subversive  and  Un-American.”  The  NRP  has 
been  described  as  an  anti-Negro,  anti 
Semitic  and  neo-FasCist  organization.
